PRECIOUS IS UNDESERVEDLY BEATEN 

Jockey Gentry Permits Bribed Voter to Steal a Lead 
Too Long to Be Overcome. 



Louisville, Ky.. Octolier 1. — In the mile and a 
sixteenth handicap, which featured today’s card, 
came a form reversal when Rribcd Voter won from 
Precious and Beaverkill. that caused the stewards 
to seek ail explanation from owner J. It. Goodman 
as to tin- cause of the horse’s improved showing 
over some recent races. Coodniau laid tlie blame 
to jockey Connelly. He had had tlie mount on him 
in the former races. He was riddeu this afteruisin 
by C. Brown, a recent comer from the west, and 
he rode him in faultless style. Tlie judges will 
probably look into the race further. Rcaverkill 
was the suptKtsed good thing, for he was backed 
with rare confidence, but lie failed in the pinch und 
finally succumbed to Precious for second place. 
Gentry made a mistake on the McDowell filly in the 
first quarter which probably gave the race to Bribed 
Voter, for he took Precious hack more than he in- 
tended to. and before he realized it Bribed Voter 
had stolen into a long lead from which he was not 
displaced. 

Another big patronage was on band to view the 
s|K>rt at Churchill Downs, and they witnessed some 
• lose and interesting racing, featured by driving fin- 
ishes. 

Bad riding again was a feature in the decision of 
some of the races. Tlie tracks here this year are 
decidedly unfortunate iu the number of had riders 
and it is a common occurrence for them to get tlie 
best horse beaten. This too in a way is responsible 
for the many form reversals that have been seen. 
There is a good pros|>ect that two of the riders 
will enjoy a vacation tomorrow when the stewards 
take up tlie ease against Simpson and F. Smith, 
The latter belabored Simpson with his whip during 
the last seventy yarns of the race, hut in explanation 
of his action lie claimed that Simpson had leglnckixl 
him. Simpson was astride Hiintermann and Smith 
had the mount on Madge F. The latter was much 
the best, and hud Smith gone about his business 
she would have won. 

It was additionally severe on owner Neusteter. 
for not alone did lie lose the purse, hut also lost 
the flll.v by the claiiniug process. 8 . M. Henderson, 
represented by First Pullet, securing her for $2,000. 

A. K. Maeomber scored his first purse of the 
meeting when his War Paint scurried home in front 
of a band of maiden two-year-olds in the opening 
dash. He mbs lucky at that to score, for Bugle 
Call, with an even beginning, would have beaten 
him.

New York, Octolier 1.— Patriotism again field 
sway at the popular Jamaica course, where the 
running of the second day’s program of tlie Metro- 
p.dttau Jockey Club was largely attended by dev- 
otees of the sport. The rain of last night made 
tlie course heavy, causing numerous withdrawals 
and otherwise detracted from tlie promising card. 
However, the bright sun and return of warmer 
weather drew a good attendance, who continued to 
do their bit by first visiting tlie loan booth and 
subscribing $104,350 within twenty minutes. E. J. 
Ryan again officiated and opened proceedings with 
a subscription of $5,000. a renewal of liis tribute 
yesterday. John Walters, tlie clubhouse commis- 
sioner, who has a son in tlie marines, brought forth 
cheers when lie subscribed for $25,000. T. J. Sliaw 
pledged $13,000. while J. 4. Sullivan and Harry 
Abrahamson each pledged $10,000. and Col. James 
R. H. Brown. James Beatty and Albert Stokes 
asked for $5,000 worth. Tlie pledging will continue 
daily. During the afternoon ladies in charge at 
the several booths about the enclosure were kept 
busy accepting subscriptions. * 

The first race went to Manuite. judiciously ridden 
by Tnpiin. who saved enough ground at the turn 
for home to withstand Sailor’s b dated challenge. 
The latter was away slowly and, with better racing 
luck, might have won. 

Paddy Dear accounted for the second race in 
easy fashion. Svhuttinger’s listless effort on Pul- 
lux. the heavily supported choice, aroused the con- 
demnation of the form hackers. 

Snapdragon II. showed his heels to t|i<* opposi- 
tion lie met in the third rare after I.yko had giveu 
a weak exhibition on Puncher. The latter went 
extremely wide at all turns, hot had no difficulty 
gaining the place from the tiring pacemaker 
Whimsy. 

Hank O’Dny easily accounted for the Go wanes 
Selling Stakes, which divided feature honors with 
the Liberty Isian Purse, which made Thomas Mona- 
han $535 richer in Liberty securities when Pickwick 
won. 

After tlie finish of the fifth race Sam Bernard, 
the iiopular actor, was introduced, and after a few 
well chosen words he gained Senator James Reynolds’ 
$2,500 subscription and many others to a total of 
several thousand dollars. 

Minuet finally graduated from the ranks of the 
maidens after many efforts, in which she usually 
finished second, and her victory proved tlie most 
popular of tlie day. 

Frank Robinson figured prominently duriug the 
afternoon, riding three of tlie six winners. 

C. .1. Fitz Gerald was an arrival. It is liis in- 
tention to divide tlie remainder of the fall season 
between metropolitan racing and the conduct of the 
state breeding bureau industry. 

Eternal was worked five-eighths along with a 
stable companion after tlie second race. He was 
hard held and was never near tlie inner rail. The 
time was 1:07%. It was the last metroiiolitan ap- 
pearance of the son of Sweep, which will be shipped 
to Maryland on Friday. 

Snapdragon II., winner of the second rare, eost 
his owner, Andrew Miller, $6,000 as a yearling at 
tlie Saratoga sales. His ilani was one of the highest 
priced mares bought l>y Florence Maekay when that 
sportsman was collecting some choice mares abroad. 
She cost $17,500. 

N. L. Byer has offered to donate the thorough- 
bred mare Repentant, by Migraine -Rapine, to the 
breeding bureau of the Jockey Club. She won the 
Harbor Hill and Elk Ridge Hunt Steeplechases as a 
three-year-old and is a mare of good size and bone. 

M. Rowan was suspended for ten racing days for 
misbehavior while astride Tipple r on Monday. 



EVERYTHING SERENE AT NEW ORLEANS 

All Opposition to Winter Racing Disappears — No 
Conflict Over Dates— Arrange Stake ProgTam. 

New Orleans, La., October 1. — With the arrival 
of Jos. A. Murphy, plans for winter racing in New 
Orleans were given a great impetus, and it is 
expected that within a few days both Jefferson 
I’ark and the Fair Grounds will announce their 
stake programs. 

The armistice which was declared between Charles 
Weinberger, who was opposing racing next winter, 
and the Racing Association is taken to mean 
there will be no further agitation against the sport. 
Tlie outlook seems brighter than it has been since 
tlie “sport of kings” was revived here. 

Another thing which has practically been settled 
is the question of dates. At first rumor was rife 
that there would be a disagreement between the 
two tracks over a split in the racing dates, and it 
was even hinted there might arise a situation in 
which the tracks would attempt to run simul- 
taneously. But there is no danger of a conflict 
now, and unless the Business Men’s Racing Asso- 
ciation decides to concede a few of its days to 
Jefferson Park, the latter track will go along 
merrily with its- twenty-eight day meeting from 
Thanksgiving day to January 1 without offering 
trouble.
